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Soviets Force U.S. Troop Plane Down On Pacific Isle 


WASHINGTON (API - An 
airliner carrying 214 U.S. serv­ 
icemen to Vietnam is being held 
today on a Soviet island in the 
Pacific Ocean after being forced 
to land by MIG fighters. 
The chartered DC-8 was on its 
way to Vietnam from McChord 
Air Base in Seattle, Wash., Sun­ 
day when, the U.S. government 
said, it strayed off course and

land. a part of the Kuril chain in 
the northern Pacific. 
The State 
D e p a r t m e n t 
immediately contacted the So­ 
viet embassy in Washington and 
urged the quick release of the 
plane, its passengers and the 17 
crewmen. 
A Japanese air force radar 
station said it began tracking 


the plane at 7:30 p.m. EDT Sun­ 
day and warned the pilot he was 
on a course that would cross the 
Soviet-held island. 
The pilot replied, “We cannot

plane already was under MIG 
escort. 
The sources said the plane 
was tracked another five min­ 


utes before it disapppeared from

Ned Sanders, 15, of Holt, was 
struck and killed by lightning 
the same day in Mason and 
Helen Rodgers, 59. of Marine 
City, died in a ear accident 
w'hen a car in which she was 
riding ran off the road during 
the storm in St. Clair County.

More than 20 persons were in­ 
jured, none of them seriously, 
when winds, clocked at up to IOO 
miles per hour, scattered 40 
tents and trailers at Grand Hav­ 
en 
State Park, 
near Grand 
Haven. 
Four persons suffered minor 
injuries when high winds and 
rain caused the collapse of part 
of the roof of a discount depart­ 
ment store in Norton Shores, 
near Muskegon. 
Four planes were totally de­ 
stroyed and three others badly 
damaged 
by high 
w’inds 
at 
Grand Haven Airport. 
Downed 
powerlines, 
toppled 
trees and other minor damage 
was reported along the storm’s 
path across southern Michigan. 
A rare lake tide caused some 
damage along Keweenaw Bay in 
i the western Upper 
Peninsula 
Sunday. 
The 
phenomenon, 
called a seiche, results when a 
strong low pressure cell moves 
over part of a lake, causing wa­ 
ter from the rest of the lake to 
surge into the low pressure 
area. 
The seiche, which has been 
described as a small tidal wave, 
reached as high as seven feet in 
some areas. Two fishing boats 
were reported washed ashore at 
Rabbit Bay and boats were 
damaged all along the Kewee­ 
naw Bay shoreline. 
Some flooding of basements 
was reported as a result of the 
surging waters in L’Anse, at 
the bottom end of the bay. 
The Lower Grand River was 
reported still rising Sunday and 
the weather bureau has issued a 
provisional flood warning for 
the early part of the week. The 
fairgrounds at Ionia were re­ 
ported to be 75 per cent under 
water Sunday.

Co-chairman Thomas Francis of Hie Upper Great 
Lakes Regional Commission was to address a luncheon 
gathering at Marco’s today of area service club members 
on “The Upper Great Lakes Regional Commission — A 
New Dimension in Hie Politics and Promise of Growth.” 
Francis is a very popular man in the Upper Great 
I^akes Region these days because the agency which he 
heads with the governors of Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota has federal funds to dispense in the financing 
of public works. He is a man with wide experience in 
education and in government and certainly the governors 
are familiar with tile real needs of their states, so the 
prospect is that the Commission can be a truly helpful 
force in stimulating the economy of tile region, which is 
its function.

It started off well with the appointment of a state 
advisory task force to counsel on projects to be recom­ 
mended to the Regional Commission, which is our re­ 
gion’s version of the Appalachia Program on which 
Congress has expended $1 billion in the southeastern 
United States. The intention is to create a partnership 
of region, states and federal government to stimulate 
the economy. 
There are serious reasons to distrust still another 
federal agency devoted to stimulation of the economy— 
which in final analysis must depend upon private in­ 
dustry and business for its salvation. Francis and the 
Lake States governors are familiar with this situation, 
but they believe that there is a potential for regional 
development that transcends the present arrangements 
for state-federal cooperation on a state basis. 
★

★ 
This is clearly demonstrable in the fields of high­ 
ways, of Great l^akes fisheries development, of voca­ 
tional education, of tourism and industry. The Upper 
Peninsula, for instance, !>elieves that its tourism busi­ 
ness can be greatly accelerated if the Wisconsin High­ 
way Department and Michigan Highway Department 
highway construction plans are meshed to create great 
arterial highways from Wisconsin up into the U.P. 
At present there is coordinate planning between the 
states, of course, but there is no regional accent for con­ 
struction. The result is that the Upper Peninsula gets 
such a piddling little share (eight-tenths of one per cent) 
of the state’s highway construction funds that there’s 
no foreseeable prospect of a modern superhighway sys­ 
tem for the area. 
State-federal road funds go where the heavy traffic 
Is to make it even heavier and outlying areas like the 
U.P., and northern Wisconsin limp along. U. S. 2, the 
U. P.'s main east-west highway is not even safe for 
travel in some U. P. areas and the U.S. 2 Association 
lays it’s no better in W isconsin.

The I Tpper Great I^ikes Regional Commission will 
concern itself with problems like 
these. It will 
add a 
strong new voice to conin lent and criticism on the states’ 
failures to help their economically backward areas. And- 
most importantly — it expects to have some federal 
funds to help finance remedies as well as to prod the 
states into greater concern for their own economic stim­ 
ulation. 
WTien the Commission issued its first call for proj­ 
ect suggestions it got proposals for more than a billion 
dollars worth of aid, with Michigan asking for $100 mil­ 
lion worth. The Commission wants the state task forces 
to set up some guidelines for projects so that there is a 
judicious sprinkling of aid among hospitals, schools, 
highways, pollution controls, sanitation works, etc., and 
not an over-concentration in one field. 
Francis was certain to remind his audience here 
today that these programs cannot be truly helpful in 
the way that they are intended unless there is the kind 
r>f local participation in them that leads to further de­ 
velopments using local resources. Otherwise we would 
be like the campus widow, going to school forever be­ 
cause it is such fun (with father paying the bills) and 
never putting the lessons to work on our own account.

Reactions To 
Imitation Milk 
Are Varied 


How do imitation milk pro­ 
ducts stack up against homog­ 
enized whole milk? What nu­ 
tritionists know and consum­ 
ers think don’t always agree, 
according to 
Michigan 
State 
University agricultural econo­ 
mists. 
In a consumer 
preference 
panel. 142 Detroit area resi­ 
dents offered diverse opinions 
on the cost, caloric content, nu­ 
tritive value and flavor of non­ 
dairy imitation milk. 
While more than 80 per cent 


of the panel members correctly 
estimated that imitation milk 
was less expensive than ho­ 
mogenized whole milk, almost 
two-thirds thought the imita­ 
tion milk was lower in calories. 
Some 17 per cent rated the 
two products equal and 19 per 
cent indicated 
they 
believed 
the imitation milk had a higher 
caloric content. Actually, the 
imitation and whole milk used 
in the study were about equal 
in this respect. 
With regard to nutrition, 52 
per cent of the participants 
thought the homogenized and 
imitation 
milk 
were 
about 
equally nutritious, and 14 per 
cent .judged the imitation milk 
to have more nutritive value. 


In contrast, tests performed 
by the MSU’s Department of 
Food Science showed that the 
nutritional 
content 
of 
non­ 
dairy imitation milks is infer­ 
ior to milk in two areas: cal­ 
cium and protein. The total 
protein level in imitation milk 
was reported to be about one- 
quarter that of cow's milk and 
the calcium level only one- 
eighth. 
When asked whether or not 
they would buy imitation milk, 
about tw o-thirds of the panel­ 
ists 
reported 
they 
probably 
would not but it, while 17 per 
cent said they probably would 
buy it most of the time. 
Later, unlabeled samples of 
both products were put to a 


taste test to see if consumers 
could 
correctly identify 
any 
flavor 
differences 
between 
whole and imitation milk. 
Of the 142 panelists tested, 
79 correctly identified the dif­ 
ference. From this group, 57 
said they preferred the whole 
milk, 17 indicated they pre­ 
ferred the imitation milk and 
five voiced no preference.

Consumers Need 
Antitrust Shield, 
Says Sen. Hart 


WASHINGTON (AP» — Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., said 
today that until more attention 
is given to antitrust enforce­ 
ment, consumers sometimes ate 
going to feel that the price they' 
paid — despite all their efforts 
for a good buy — was too 
high. 
He 
told 
consumer 
leaders 
their efforts to protect, inform 
and educate consumers mav be 
wasted, without more antitrust 
enforcement. 
‘ AU the effort put into shop­ 
ping has one ultimate goal: to 
be assured you bought a good 
product at a good price. 
But 
when we ta ilk about price then 
we must talk about competition 
and antitrust,” he said. 
Gives Examples 
His 
comments 
came 
in 
a 
speech to the International Or­ 
ganization of Consumers Unions 
Conference. 
Hart, chairm an of the Senate 
Antitrust and Monopoly subcom­ 
mittee. gave examples of high 
consumer prices which he said 
were cauked by lack of compe­ 
tition. These included a 500 per 
cent rise in the price of quinine, 
and libraries paying one-third 
more for children’s books 
He said two noncompetitive 
methods of pricing are popular. 
“ Pricing for target profits—to 


the point of raising prices w'hen 
demand falls instead of lowering 
them as free enterprise envi­ 
sions — is more often the rule 
than the 
exception. 
Hand 
in 
hand with target pricing goes 
price leadership. Thus we have 
the strange spectacle of compan­ 
ies not lowering prices to meet 
competition but raising them to 
follow the leader,” he said. 
World-Wide Issue 
Hart said that while many con­ 
sumer Issues — packaging, drug 
laws, 
warranties, 
and 
auto 
safety — may be American prob­ 
lems, antitrust crosses oceans 
and national borders. American 
companies, he said, have moved 
into IOO countries, affecting the 
economic philosophy and struc­ 
ture of each. 
“ In the battle of tile giants, 
it is less and less likely that the 
best interest of consumers will 
be the overriding concern. To 
me then, all the consumer work 
that has been done is prologue. 
All the concern over increasing 
the incomes of citizens at home 
and 
of 
tile 
world 
may 
be 
wasted,” he said. 
Hart said that the real consum­ 
er battle is in defending com­ 
petition from the erosion of mon­ 
opolization. 
“ Antitrust is

best weapon — and may be the 
last consumer frontier.” he said.
